Nevertheless he was arrested on the 
warrant which had been prepared and 
taken before a United States commis- 
sioner, where his attorney immediate- 
ly demanded a full hearing. 


Assistant District Attorney Taggart, 


however, was not ready to proceed 
with the case, and the hearing was set 
for June 5. Mr. Machen gave a $20,000 
bond, furnished by a Philadelphia 
bonding company, for his appearance, 
declining to accept the proffer of 
friends to go on his bond. After his

Machen'e Attorney Talks. 


His attorneys declared that at the 


proper time they would show conclu- 
sively that he had been guilty of no

tem on May 6, 1S93 He has held that 
office continuously since that time. 
During his administration the rural 
free delivery service, which now em- 
braces most of the country, had its in- 
ception. He has been under suspension 
several weeks.

Brady had been expecting

Ipr all ot tne men were Italians ana 
Became panic stricken. They made a 
rush for the door of the compartment. 
Brady, pointing his revolver at the 
man nearest the door, threatened to 
kill him if be moved another step. He 
Instructed a workman to telephone to 
the Jersey City terminal for more air 
pressure and to send him a carload of 
sawdust bags. When the bags arrived, 
under the persuasive influence of the 
drawn revolver, the Italians 
pushed 


the bags into the hole and then put a 
Jack underneath to hold them in place.

Indianapolis, May 28.—Three fatali- 


ties and damage to property of more 
than $1,000,000 resulted from a furious 
windstorm, accompanied by lightning 
and rain, that swept over Indiana. 
The worst destruction was in the gas 
belt. 


During the storm 
six factories 


at Kokomo were partially wrecked, 
scores of buildings were blown from 
their foundations and partially de- 
stroyed, and the cab from a passenger 
engine was blown away while at full 
speed. The loss in Kokomo is esti- 
mated at $100,000 At Alexandria four 
smokestacks were blown down, kill- 
ing W. S. Gray, a machinist. Between 
there and Anderson much damage was 
done to the traction 
lines.

TOLSTOI ON THE MASSACRE 


Expre»*c* Horror at Perpetrator* of 


Kl»liInert Outrage. 


Count Tolstoi's attitude ou the Jow- 


ish question is contained in the follow- 


| iug declaration, taken from Ills letter 


on the Kisbinoff outrages In Russia: 


"As regards my views on the Jews 


and on the horrible doings at Kishineff, 
they ought to be clear to all who in- 
teiest thenaselves in my conception of 
life. 
My attitude toward the Jews 


cannot be other than as toAvard broth- 
ers whoiB I love not because they are 
Jews, but because, like ourselves and 
everybody else, they are sons of one 
God, the Father. 


"Such love needs no effort on my 


part, for I have met and known ex- 
cellent people among the Jews. What 
1 felt most deeply was the liorror at 
the criminals who are really responsi- 
ble for all that occurred in Kishineff 
and horror at our government, with 
the clergy, which keei>s the people in a 
state of ignorance and fanaticism with 
its bandit horde of officials. 


"The outrages at Kishineff are but 


the direct result of that propaganda of 
falsehood and violence which our gov- 
ernment conducts with such tireless 
persistence. 


"The attitude of oior government to- 


ward these events is only one more 
proof of its brutal egoism, which does 
not flinch at any measures, however 
cruel, when it is a question of sup- 
pressing a movement deemed danger- 
ous to itself, and its complete indiffer- j 
ence is similar to the indifference of j 
the Turkish government toward the I 
Armenian atrocities and toward the 
most terrible outrages which do not 
effect its interests."

A million roses will bloom at once 


in the vast rose garden at the world's 
fair. That- is guessing, of course, but 
the foundation of the guess is this: 
Four acres are set to strong and vigor- 
ous rose trees. Thirty of the largest 
exhibitors have sent their 
choicest 


stock and each will strive for first 
place in the judgment of the jury and 
people. 


This vast rose garden with its 50,000 


trees lies east of the great palace of 
agriculture. 
The warm eastern slope 


lias been made more fertile than your 
garden or mine with rich compost and 
it will be a sight worth traveling far 
to see when the glorious colors make 
bright the beds and fragrance spreads 
'.a.r beyond the boundaries that have 
been set. 


This rose garden, the planting of 


which was begun early in April oc- 
cupies one of the conspicuous sites 
n the city of knowledge. The center 
of the garden is at the main entrance 
to the palace of agriculture, a grand 
structure, 1,600 feet long and 500 feet 
deep. It is on a high elevation over- 
looking the group of main buildings 
of the exposition, and, looking to the 
northeast a splendid \iew of one of St. 
Louis' most attractive residence dis- 
tricts is spread out before the eye. 


When the graders finished their 


work and turned the site over to the 
gardeners, every vestige of soil hav 
been removed, and a broad expanse 
of sticky, ye ollhvacyshrdlutapuappu 
ot sticky yellow clay remained. Surely 
to the layman a most unfavorable lo- 
cation for a flower garden. But to the 
practical rose grower it was an ideal 
spot. The ground was platted with a 
series of eight collections, forming a 
great oval, 150 feet long and 100 feet 
wide, as the central picture. In the 
center of this oval is erected a statue 
of the goddess of flowers, in heroic 
size. Flanking this oval on the north 
and south are two grea collections, 
triangular in form. Scores of other 
collections laid out in plots of ground 
in various shapes, but all conforming 
with the general harmony of the main 
picture, have been provided. 


Each collection while separate and 


distinct in itself, forms a part of a 
great and artistic whole, and a belt of 
beautiful green lawn, from four to 
eight feet wide, surrounds each collec- 
tion. Spacious gravel walks are pro- 
vided throughout the entire four acres 
of roses, and at various intersections 
beautiful 
fountains, 
sending 
up 


streams of crystal water and cooling 
the atmosphere, are to be met. Seats 
to accommodate thousands of visitors 
have been provided and the seats are 
so distributed as not to interfere with 
the free passage through the gardens 
of the countless thousands who will 
revel in the glorious sight. 


The work of 
planting the 50,000 


roses already growing in this mam- 
moth garden, the largest of its kind 
ever conceived occupies the time of 
scores of expert gardeners and hosts 
of laborers. 
For each collection ex- 


cavations 18 Inches deep, of the form 
and size required for the collection, 
were dug in the sticky clay soil. Then 
Then the excavations were filled in 
with rich top soil and sandy loam. 
A dressing of fertilizer, of the kind 
best adapted to the requirements of 
the particular rose tree collection, is 
spread and then came the work of put- 
ting the young plants in their magnifi- 
cently conceived new home. With the 
young plant firmly placed in its per- 
fectly prepared bed, came April show- 
ers. 
The water percolated through 


the rich soil and was absorbed in the 
sandy loam. The strong and healthy 
young bushes sent their vigorous roots 
down through the soft earth and found 
secure lodgment in the 
clay 
that 


forms the foundation. Then no matter 
how hard the wind blew, they were 
not disturbed. 


While the roots were developing un- 


seen under the ground, there was evi- 
dence of their power in the vigorous 
growth above 
ground. The young 


shoots, anxious for their freedom after 
the winter's captivity In the cramped 
cold frames and the packages in which 
they were shipped, grew by leaps and 
bounds. Springing up from the ground 
the pink shoots were at first almost 
transparent, *o delicate 
were they. 


Then they became browned by toe aim
